It was reported unofficially, how­ 
ever, that Rhee got Eisenhower’s 
assurance of American aid to build 
up South Korea’s military forces 
to meet the growing power of Com­ 
munist forces in North Korea. 
A diplomatic informant, asking 
not to be named, said the planned 
buildup—to be discussed in further 
detail in followup staff talks con­ 
tinuing in Washington—would in­ 
volve boosting South Korea’s re­ 
serve arm y force and giving her 
naval craft and jet planes. 
By contrast, the joint statement 
of Rhee and Eisenhower was con­ 
cerned mainly with very general 
declarations of cooperation a n d 
friendship and a pledge “ to move 
forward,” in accordance with the 
U. N. charter, to achieve Korean 
unification.

Christian Worship 
And Fellowship 


By Clint II. Denman 


When Jesus was here on earth 
in human form He was a faithful 
worshipper of His Heavenly Father 
both in private and public. He reg­ 
ularly attended services at the syn­ 
agogue in whatever town He was 
at the time of public worship and 
fie made frequent trips to worship 
in the great Temple at Jerusa­ 
lem. By example He taught His 
followers the worth of public wor­ 
ship. 
But Jesus taught that mere pub­ 
lic worship was not enough. He 
condemned the wealthy Pharisee 
who thanked God that he was “not 
as that poor publican.” He refused 
to be a judge for the brothers 
who were quarreling over their 
legacies. He told the rich young 


Jesus taught by precept and ex­ 
ample that worship of God must 
be accompanied by love for God’S 
humanity if the worshipper was to 
please God. In other words, there 
must be fellowship both with God 
and with His people. 
And so the early Christian lead­ 
ers from the very beginning of 
Christianity taught the doctrine of 
fellowship. 
The first group of Christians at 
Jerusalem went so far in their 
fellowship and love for each other 
that they sold their material pos­ 
sessions and used the proceeds for 
the common good. 
This plan of community living 
became impossible as the number 
of Christians increased and espe­ 
cially so when persecution by their 
enemies 
drove 
many 
of 
them 
from Jerusalem and they fled to 
many other parts of the then Ro­ 
man empire. 
But wherever the followers of 
Jesus went they maintained fellow­ 
ship with each other as much as 
possible. They found this fellow­ 
ship needful both in their worship 
and in their defense against their 
persecuting 
human 
enemies. 
It 
must be remembered that the ear­ 
ly Christians were severely perse­ 
cuted both by men and by Satan. 
As Christianity spread westward 
and has now become the motivat­ 
ing spiritual force ’ to multiplied 
millions of earth’s humanity, Chris­ 
tians still find that fellowship must 
accompany worship of Jehovah in 
protecting them from their great­ 
est enemy, sin. 
Such early Christian leaders as 
Peter, Paul and John knew and

When Jesus was here on earth 
in human form He was a faithful 
worshipper of His Heavenly Father 
both in private and public. He reg­ 
ularly attended services at the syn­ 
agogue in whatever town He was 
at the time of public worship and 
He made frequent trips to worship 
in the great Temple at Jerusa­ 
lem. By example He taught His 
followers the worth of public wor­ 
ship. 
But Jesus taught that mere pub­ 
lic worship was not enough. He 
condemned the wealthy Pharisee 
who thanked God that he was “not 
as that poor publican.” He refused 
to be a judge for the brothers 
who were quarreling over their 
legacies. He told the rich young 


Jesus taught by precept and ex­ 
ample that worship of God must 
be accompanied by love for God’* 
humanity if the worshipper was to 
please God. In other words, there 
must be fellowship both with God 
and with His people. 
And so the early Christian lead­ 
ers from the very beginning of 
Christianity taught the doctrine of 
fellowship. 
The first group of Christians at 
Jerusalem went so far in their 
fellowship and love for each other 
that they sold their material pos­ 
sessions and used the proceeds for 
the common good. 
This plan of community living 
became impossible as the number 
of Christians increased and espe­ 
cially so when persecution by their 
enemies drove 
many 
of 
them 
from Jerusalem and they fled to 
many other parts of the then Ro­ 
man empire. 
But wherever the followers of 
Jesus went they maintained fellow­ 
ship with each other as much as 
possible. They found this fellow­ 
ship needful both in their worship 
and in their defense against their 
persecuting 
human 
enemies. 
It 
must be remembered that the ear­ 
ly Christians were severely perse­ 
cuted both by men and by Satan. 
As Christianity spread westward 
and has now become the motivat­ 
ing spiritual force’ to multiplied 
millions of earth’s humanity, Chris­ 
tians still find that fellowship must 
accompany worship of Jehovah in 
protecting them from their great­ 
est enemy, sin.

To the lover ol color this is a 
good tim e of th e year 1o see the 
ta w n y -re d sw eep of the broom - 
sedge. It is one of the few Mis­

plants

landscape of w inter. Broomsedge 
livens the view for those driving 
in the country on a dreary w in ter 
afternoon but its worth to Missouri 
is lor g reater th a n tin* relief it 
gives to the w earied eye of the 
n a tu re lover. 
T his year, th e second of the 
g rea t 
drouth, 
finds 
broom sedge 
one of the few plants still fu r­ 
nishing some so rt of cover to the 
sm all 
gam e 
of 
this 
state. 
Its 
bunched and tangled stems, som e­ 
tim es bow ed 
u nder snow, offer 
som e 
sa n ctu a ry 
for 
the 
badly 
m auled quail and rabbit p o p u la­ 
tions lelt afte r tw o searing su m ­ 
m e rs w hen o th e r plants tell by 
the w ay. Cuss it, burn it, heap all 
the invective you w ill on the n o d ­ 
ding heads of the broom: it still is 
hom e to m any a h ard -p u t rab b it 
or bobw hite. 
Broom sedge w as once described 
as n a tu re ’s first-aid to the e a rth 
a fte r m an has injured it. T h a t’s a 
p retty 
apt 
description. 
B ro o m ­ 
sedge is native to all the U nited 
S tates east of K ansas. In th e old 
days of prairie and forest glade, 
broom sedge—along w ith its b ro th ­ 
er an d sister plants, bluestem big 
and 
little— cushioned the 
h ea v y 
hooves of th e buffalo and th e elk. 
Broom sedge, also know n as b e a rd - 
grass, w as in short supply then. 
The soil was rich e r and the rieh - 
soil 
loving 
bluestem s w e re 
the 
p rairie kings. 
T he w hite m a n came, and along 
w ith him his cattle. In grazing an d 
b u rn in g the soil gradually b ecam e 
im poverished in th e southern half 
of ou r state. T he native bluestem s, 
good forage for livestock, g ra d u a l­ 
ly died out an d the less d e m a n d ­ 
ing broom sedge took over. N ever 
too rich, 
the so u th ern 
M issouri 
soils becam e p o o rer in n u trie n ts 
an d organic m a tte r and m ore fin ­ 
icky plants yielded to th e v ig o r­ 
ous plebians of th e plant w orld. 
Broom sedge is firm ly established 
over tw o -th ird s of the state. Let 
the fertility fall in an y p a s tu re 
and broom quickly moves in.

broom sedge in v ad ed 
M issouri from th e southw est. N ow 
we know that this is not true. The 
tough 
broom sedge

broom quickly took over. S o u th ­ 
west Missouri now is bright with 
ru d d y broom sedge, blow ing in the 
wind. 
So broom is a fixture on a g re a t 
m any Missouri acres, and in a way 
we can thank God that it is. With­ 
out its blanketing cover m any m il­ 
lions of tons of 
soil 
w ould

w ashed aw av by rains. W ithout its 
shelter this w inter, m any sm all 
gam e anim als th a t now m ay s u r ­ 
vive w’oulcl surely die. B ut th e re

Mice love 
broom sedge.

'Bright Blows the Broom' 
By Jim Keefe 
Missouri Conservation 
Commission 
To the lover of color this is a 
good time of the year to see the 
tawny-red sweep of tile broom- 
sedge. It is one of the few Mis­ 
souri 
plants 
that 
still 
retains 
some vivid hues to spice the drab 
landscape of wanter. Broomsedgc 
livens the view for those driving 
in the country on a dreary winter 
afternoon but its worth to Missouri 
is far greater than the relief it 
gives to the wearied eye of the 
nature lover. 
This year, the second of the 
great drouth, finds broomsedge 
one of the few plants still fur­ 
nishing some sort of cover to the 
small 
game of 
this 
state. 
Its 
bunched and tangled stems, some­ 
times bowed under snow, offer 
some 
sanctuary 
for the 
badly 
mauled quail and rabbit popula­ 
tions left after two scaring sum­ 
mers when other plants fell by 
the way. Cuss it, burn it, heap all 
the invective you will on the nod­ 
ding heads of the broom; it still is 
home to many a hard-put rabbit 
or bobwhite. 
Broomsedge was once described 
as nature’s first-aid to the earth 
after man has injured it. That’s a 
pretty apt description. 
Broom­ 
sedge is native to all the United 
States east of Kansas. In the old 
days of prairie and forest glade, 
broomsedge—along w ith its broth­ 
er and sister plants, bluestem big 
and little—cushioned the heavy 
hooves of the buffalo and the elk. 
Broomsedge, also known as bcard- 
grass, was in short supply then. 
The soil wras richer and the rich- 
soil loving bluestems were the 
prairie kings. 
The w’hite man came, and along 
w ith him his cattle. In grazing and 
burning the soil gradually bet ame 
impoverished in the southern half 
of our state. The native bluestems, 
good forage for livestock, gradual­ 
ly died out and the less demand­ 
ing broomsedge took over. Never 
too rich, the southern Missouri 
soils became poorer in nutrients 
and organic m atter and more fin­ 
icky plants yielded to the vigor­ 
ous plebians of the plant world. 
Broomsedge is firmly established 
over two-thirds of the state. Let 
the fertility fall in any pasture 
and broom quickly moves in. 
In the old days farm ers be­ 
lieved that broomsedge invaded 
Missouri from the southwest. Now 
we know that this is not true. The 
tough broomsedge and soils of 
southwestern Missouri were espec­ 
ially favorable to it and when man 
first upset 
the 
balance 
there, 
broom quickly took over. South­ 
west Missouri now is bright with 
ruddy broomsedge, blowing in the 
w'ind. 
So broom is a fixture on a great 
many Missouri acres, and in a way 
we can thank God that it is. With­ 
out its blanketing cover many mil­ 
lions of tons of 
soil 
would 
be 
washed away by rains. Without its 
.shelter this winter, many small 
game animals that now may sur­ 
vive would surely die. But there 
. e bad points, too. 
Mice love 
broomsedge. 
Prob­ 
ably broom has more mice P*’f 
acre than any other wild plant, 
because its thick-bunched growth 


provides excellent hiding places 
for the small rodents to tunnel. 
The high mouse population, of 
course, makes for high population 
of animals that prey on the mice— 
the fox and coyote. Thus the circle 
is formed: Broomsedge and mice— 
foxes and coyotes. The hunter is 
“sure” foxes arc killing the quail 
and 
rabbits 
and 
the 
farm er 
“knows” the foxes are there only 
to kill chickens. Both of those 
things happen, but the real cul­ 
prit is not tho fox or tho mouse 
bitt the broomsedge. And beyond 
the broomsedge stands the abuse 
of tho land. 
Many experiments have shown 
that broomsedge moves in as fer­ 
tility goes out. In an effort to 
create better grass or keep down 
insects 
many 
landowners 
burn 
their fields each spring. W hatever 
the reason, the result is sure; the 
fertility of the land slowly de­ 
clines under fire. The organic con­ 
tent also dwindles. In the end 
the broomsedge comes; a bandage 
for the wounded earth. Cattle will 
not eat broomsedge unless starved 
down to it. In the early spring, 
while the grass shoots are still 
tender they will eat some, but 
later they ignore it in favor of 
more palatable foods. By borning 
a landowner may insure plenty of 
green shoots, but burning broom­ 
sedge only produces more broom­ 
sedge. More 
broomsedge 
means 
more insects, mice and foxes, and 
less and less forage. 


cr—is there. Maybe the spring will 
bring the rains, and with it good 
green herbage in better places. Un­ 
til then, wise nature has provided 
the sheltering mat of broomsedge 
for beast and soil alike.
